Hungarian Pianist Here 
For Recital May 6 

Mr. Bela Boszormenyi-Nagy, the foremost Hungarian pianist in the 
United States today, will appear at St. Joseph’s College on Thursday, 
May "6,' In the college auditorium. Mr. Nagy at the present time, is the 
resident pianist at Indiana University and has held this position since 

September of 1953. 

Previous to accepting this posi- 
tion at Indiana, Mr. Nagy was a 
resident of Budapest, Hungary, 
where he held the title of profes- 
sor of piano at the Royal Academy 
of Music “Franz Liszt,” Budapest 
from 1937-48. He was a member of 
the -board of directors of the acad- 
emy from 1945-48. He also served 
as secretary of the International 
“Bela Bartok” Memorial Contest 
and as a member of the Jqry of 
the International -Musiaal-Gompe- 
tition, Geneva, Switzerland, in 1948. 

He was awarded the Liszt prize 
for music in 1935 J 193fi. and 1937. 

Mr. Nagy has given solo recitals 
and radio broadcasts in several Eu- 
ropean oittes such as Budapest, Vi- 
enna, Pragtie, Berlin, Hamburg, Ge- 
neva, Paris and Rome. 

Upon leaving Europe in 1948 as 
a political refugee, Mr. Nagy fled 
to Canada where he soon became 
professor of piano at the Royal Con- 
servatory of Musi c, Universit y of 
Toronto, Ont. He served as choir di- 
rector of the Loretto Abbey and 
Mr. Bela Boszormenyi-Nagy I Loretto College from 1950 until

Student Council Committed

The new Student Union constitution, recently presented to the stu- 
dents for approval, gave to many their first knowledge of ‘the various 
student committees working in connection with, and under the guidance 
of, the Council. These committees, seven in number, Were organized 
several years ago for the benefit of the Student Union. 

The executive committee composed of the Council officers handles 
the agenda for all Council and Union meetings. The scholastic commit- 
tee meets regularly with the Dean of the college on matters of curri- 
culum. The athletic committee meets with the members of the faculty 
athletic committee to promote the sports program. Rules and regulations 
of the college are drawn up by the Dean of Men with the assistance of 
the disciplinary committee. 

The work of the dance committee has been evident throughout the 
year in the campus mixers. The intra-club committee serves as co-or- 
dinator .of. the many . clubs, on the campus, while theintra-hall committee 
has such powers as the president of the Council chooses to give it. 

There are, of course, faculty committees corresponding to the stu- 
dent committees listed above. There is, however, no faculty representa- 
tion on the student and no student representation on the 

* faculty committees. Corresponding faculty and student committees meet 
at regular intervals. i n 5v 

The faculty of the college approves of all these committees and 
feels it can benefit from the ideas of the students. The faculty is not 
giving representation and then ignoring it. They recognize the neces- 
sity of being well-informed on the activities of the students and being 
well-informed on the affairs of the student body. 

The committees themselves are recognized as good by the faculty 
and by the Council, but are they by the students ?

Only a slow, humble beginning will 
be attempted, and perhaps this will 
be the proper ingredient- for a 
strong foundation, that future years 
may build on.

CPs Boast Illustrious History 


By Vince Agnew 
Just 400- years after Columbus’ 
discovery of America, a group of 
students at a newly-established col- 
lege in Indiana organized a dra- 
matic and literary society. It was 
not unusual in that year of 1892 
for a new enterprise to be named 
for our country’s famous discoverer 
— and at St. Joseph’s it was the 
“Columbian Literary Society.”

timers of St. Joseph’s, the Colum- 
bian Players (as they’ve been call- 
ed for many years) have offered 
many fine productions for the en- 
joyment of the general public, 
from “The Wanderer,” its first in 
the spring of 1893, to “The Home 
of the Brave,” its latest in the fall 
of 1953. \ ' 

Early Success ^ 

The society seems to have been 
successful from its earliest days. 
“King Saul,” a production of the 
year 1903-04, was so well received 
that it went on the road, popularly 
acclaimed in reviews at both La- 
fayette and Indianapolis. In 1906, 
“Thomas a Becket” was pr'&ised by 


the Renssela’er Republican as “the 
finest theatrical performance ever 
seen here.” 

Although producing several plays 
which were- “almost- marvelous,” in 
the words of the society’s early his- 
torian, there were dramatic endeav- 
ors which apparently left something 
to be desired. The historian remarks 
that “the audience left the hall 
quite satisfied thqt bedtime was 

Great Umbrella Case” in 1913. 
i Early Hardships 

Undaunted by temporary rever- 
sals, the society marched on 
through the years, literally through 
fire, flood and pestilence. One 
year’s productions were called off 
after the college auditorium was de- 
stroyed by fire, and another pro- 
duction was cancelled because of a 
threatened smallpox epidemic. Tor- 
rents of rain and sleet have ac- 
counted for many an empty house 
when curtain time came. 

Most prominent among the many 
directors and moderators of the 
organization was the widely-re- 
spected Fr. Udephonse Rapp, more 


recently famous for his watertower- 
climbing. Fr. Rapp became moder- 
ator for the Columbians in 1906, 
and held this position almost con- 
stantly 'for- more than thirty years; 

Other Endeavors 

Besides the society's dramatic ac- 
complishments, it is credited with 
other worthy endeavors. The mem- 
bers founded the St. Joseph’s li- 
brary,. which .. has-- gr own from a 
shelf of T2(TBobKs" Tri 1893, to more 
than 90,000 publications at pres- 
ent. They instituted “The Collegi- 
an,” first campus publication. From 
the proceeds of their early produc- 
tions they contributed generously 
for the Milrow monument in Rens- 
selaer, as a token of appreciation 
for the patronage so necessary for 
the society’s continued success. 

Now in their 62nd year, the Play- 
ers are busy preparing their spring 
production, “The Male Animal,”., 
for presentation on May'2 and 3, 
hoping that their audiences will 
find it as enjoyable as the many 
thousands of Jasper Countians and 
students have found the past C. P. 
endeavors.
